concession for “no parking” space 
on public thoroughfares should be

The commissioners recommend 
that the present policy of permit- 
ting taxi companies parking space 
for one taxi outside their office be 
continued, They state that taxi 
companies provide a public ser- 
vice, and preventing these com- 
panies from parking one vehicle

They further recommend that

portion with interest in the normal 
way on or about March 31. 

The Dominion income tax depart- 
ment will withold from 1942 com- 
pulsory savings to be refunded 
on or before March 31, all amounts 
still owing on income or excess 
profit taxes for which delinquents 
have been assessed, officials at the 
Edmonton branch of the Dominion 
income tax office stated here Mon- 
day. 

In other words, if a person owes 
the dominion government taxes for 
any or all the years from 1942 to 
1946 in excess of his 1942 refund- 
able savings portion, the depart 
ment will apply the refundable 
portion against what is owed. 

If the person owes Jess than his 
refundable portion he or she will 
receive a cheque for the difference. 

IF THE REGULAR notification 
of indebtedness to the income tax 
department has not been received 
the refundable portion of savings 
will not be witheld.

U.K.-Danish Trade 
Talks Progressing

LONDON, Jan, 12 
Good progress was made last week 
by all three committees of the 
Anglo-Danish trade negotistors in 
London, it was said today. 
However, no agreement has been 


reached on the prices Britain will | 


pay for Danish butter, nor on the 
quantities of dairy 
supplied by Denmark. Industrial 
goods, agricultural supplies and 
coal to be supplied by Britain also 
have to be settled, 

Needless to say, it would have to 
be a long-term agreement
